E, Your Majeſty's moſt, Hutifal and loyal 
741 Subjects, the Lords Spiritual and Tem- 
poral in Parliament aflembled, beg Leave 
to return Your Majeſty our humble 
Thanks for Your moſt Gracious Speech 
Et from the Throne. 
P Qur Zeal for Your Majeſty, the Love 
of our Country, and our anxious Regard 
| FATS for the Welfare and Liberties of Eurt 'ope, 
— have made us look, with the utmoſt Con- 
cern, on thoſe Events which have fallen out, during the laſt 
Summer, to the Diſadvantage of the Common Cauſe : And 
our Surprize is no leſs, when we confider the Part, which has 
been taken by ſome Powers, ſo contrary to their own true and 
eſſential Intereſt. The Neceſſity of taking proper Meaſures to 
prevent or remove the ill Effects of theſe Events, is apparent; 
and no Endeavours ſhall be wanting in us to obviate them. 

We have ſeen, with the utmoſt Satisfaction, not only Your 
Majeſty's Magnanimity and Zeal in the Proſecution of the Juſt 
and neceſſary War, wherein we are engaged, but alſo the Con- 
ſtancy and Firmneſs ſhewn by the Queen of Hungary and the 
King of Sardinia, under the greateſt Difficulties. The Dilap- 
pointment of an Enterprize, torm'd for the Deſtruction of the 
latter, as well as for reducing Italy under the Dominion of the 
Houſe of Bourbon, is of great Importance to this Nation; ſince, 
if ſuch a Deſign had ſucceeded, it muſt have been attended with 
fatal Conſequences to the Trade and Navigation of Your Ma- 
jeſty's Subjects in the Medzrerranewn. 

We acknowledge, with the greateſt Thankfulneſs, Your 
Majeſty's Wiſdom and Goodneſs in declaring to Your Parlia- 
ment, that You are determined to carry on the War; m Con- 
nction with Your Allies, and with their effectual Afiiftance, 


in ſuch a Manner as may be molt conducive to a fate and ho- 
nourable Peace. In making this deſirable End Your foie Aim, 
Your Majeſty thews a juſt ſenſe of true Glory, and a tender 
Regard, not only for Your own Subjects, but extended to the 
reſt of Europe. 
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As Your Majeſty's Reſolution, never to abandon Your Allies, 
muſt be an additional Encouragement to them, ſtrictly to per- 
form their Engagements with Your Majeſty, ſo Your paternaft 
Care to procure the utmoſt Security to the Religion, Liberties, 
and Commerce of Your Kingdoms, cannot fail to excite in the 
Hearts of all Your faithful Subj eds, the warmeſt Affection and 
Duty to Your Sacred Perſon, and Zeal for Your Defence and 
Support. 

It 15 with real Satisfaction we receive Your Majeſty's Decla- 
ration, that You are actually endeavouring with Your Allies, 
particularly the States General of the United Provinces, the 
ancient and natural Friends of this Nation, to adjuſt the Pro- 
portions of Forces and Expence to be borne by each of the 
Confederates in the War. Such a Concert will be the Baſis 4 
great Utility and Advantage to the Common Cauſe. 

We are truly ſenſible of Your Majeſty's Goodneſs, in Hyibg 
before us theſe Your ſalutary Views and Intentions ; and we 
do, with the greateſt Zeal and Firmneſs, aflure Your Ma jeſty, 

that we are fully determined to ſupport You in the ſteady Pro- 
fecution of them, and in carrying on ſuch Meaſures, as it ſhall 
be neceſſary for Great Britain to purſue in this critical Con- 
juncture. 

May the Divine Providence proſper Your Majeſty's 8 Councils 
and Arms with Succeſs equal to the Juſtice of Your Cauſe.. For 
our Part, we beg Leave to give Your Majeſty the ſtrongeſt 
Aſſurances, that we haye the Honour and Safet ty of Your Ma- 
jeſty, the Security and true Intereſt of Your Kingdoms, and 
the happy Iſſue of this juſt and neceſſary War, entirely at Heart; 
and will, at the Hazard of our Lives and F ortunes, ſtand by 
and defend Your Majeſty, Your Royal F amily, and Government, 
againſt the ambitious and deſtructive Deſigns of France, and of 

any other rower, Tha ſhall attempt to attack or diſturb them.
